Ottawa, Aug. 15.— The conditions of 
the immigrants now arriving In Can- 
ada i« far better than ever before. 
This is due to the rigid immigration 
j act passed a few years ago, and to 
the thorough manner in which it is 
enforced. The steamship companies 

knowing that they v/111 have to bear 
the cost of deporting or treating dis- 
eased immigrants, are exercising the 
greatest care at English and contin- 
ental ports, and are refusing to carry 
I any person likely to bo rejected on 
j arrival in Canada. While tho Quebec 
quarantine hospital a few years ago 
had several hundred Immigrants un- 
der treatment, at present, with a very 
much larger volume of immigration, 
there are only sixty persons In the 
hospital. Dr. Bryce says that the ma- 
jority of cases detained for treatment 
or deportation come from the contin- 
ent. Tho principal cause for refusal 
of English immigrants Is some of the 
mental troubles. Ho attributes this 
to tho fact that a considerable portion 
of English immigrants come from tho 
cities, whero there is likely to be poor 
nutrition and imperfect development 
among the poorer classes. Tho. best 
average physical types coming to Ca- 
nada aro tho Galiclans. Out of 1101 
persons deported last yenr.109 'were 
of English origin. Out of 1,600 Ital- 
ians only one person! was sent back as 
physically or mentally unfit.

A., has written to the New- 
foundland authorities urging that 
eight men bo sent to Ottawa, so that 
they may compete for the trophy 
against the riflemen of Australia, Ca- 
nada, Great Britain and the United 
States.

Michigan Central May Be Prose- 
cuted for Disaster at 
Essex 



Essex, Ont, Aug. 15. — J. II. Rodd, 
county crown attorney, is quoted as 
follows in connection with the fatal 
and disastrous explosion of a car of 
dynamite here on Saturday: "1 may 
possibly indict the .Michigan Central 
railway for criminal negligence in till:; 
case. It is barbarous the manner in 
which, from i li^ evidence heard, rail- 
ways carry tons of highly explosive 
substances around in ordinary box 
cars. I am having the car that ex- 
ploded traced. I understand it was 
used as a way freight all tiio may from 
St. Thomas, that all kinds of freight 
were put into It and taken out. The 
law is clear. It says no highly explosive 
substances may be carried savo in 
specially constructed cars. The fact 
that the. Michigan Central used a box 
car makes them liable for damages." 



Vancouver, Aug. 15. — Following the 
announcement that the C.P.R. would at 
once start work on tho extension to 
Albernl, comes the further statement 
today .that the company will clear and 
open up for settlement without delay 
ton thousand acres of land on Van- 
couver Island. Tho work will bo start- 
ed as soon as land clearing machines 
can bo placed on the land. The land 
will be sold to settlers with every 
reasonable Inducements, as the com- 
pany wants tho country settled. 

A special from Montreal states that 
President C. M. Hays and F. W,

Chicago. Aug. 15. — Tho Record- 
Herald today says: Secret service 
agents of the United States depart- 
ment of justice, working through o'te 
bureau of corporations, aro said to be 
on the pay rolls of all tho big railway 
corporations and trust combines in tho 
country. 

In Chicago alone It is said that there 
are at least 150 special men, who are 
working for railroads and for packing 
house companies, and aro watching 
every move tha.t Is made with a view 
of ascertaining whether tho corpora- 
tion laws are observed in letter and 
spirit. While- no proof is obtainable 
as to the presence of these spying em- 
ployees. In several instances men have 
been removed from their positions on 
the ground that they were in the em- 
ploy of :the government as secret 
spies. One of the officials of this 
end of the department of justico when 
asked if such an army was at work 
for the government said: "If It were 
so I coidd not tell. I know of cases 
where agents have lost their positions 
unjustly from falling under suspicion, 
I have heard that statement made be- 
fore, but I shall neither affirm nor 
deny It., If such work Is done agents 
of the bureau of corporations are 
these most likely to be engaged in it." 

The rumor that tho government had 
placed ali of tho big railways and cor- 
porations under surveillance was re- 
vived very forcefully by tho alleged 
rebate case which '.lie government is 
Investigating against tho Schwartz- 
child and Sulzberger Co. The informa- 
tion, whether disclosing a rebate or 
simply a clerical error, was given to 
the departmen.t hero by an employee 
of tho packing company. Officials of 
the government refuse to deny that he 
was an agent of the secret service. 
Railway officials declare he was a 
government agent, and that two of 
them were employed by the packing 
firms. The story Is (old that the spies 
were obliged to draw their revolvers 
In order to make their escape with the 
evidence. 

It Is thought the government has 
grown tired of prying evidence out or 
corporations and in, return giving a 
contract of immunity. In overy wrong 
act that has been uncovered thus far 
by departments of tho government, 
tho ovldence has been given by one of 
the parties guilty of the alleged crime. 
All tho railway officials interviewed 
yesterday seemed to bo convinced that 
secret service agents were in their em- 
ploy, one official stating that lie un- 
derstood tho espionage extended to 
station work on tho line of his road. 

"if the government. Is looking for 
old offences," said one official, "they 
may bo found, but I don't believe the 
strictest system of espionage will dis- 
close anything wilfully wrong on the 
part of the railroads now."

infant son en route to England. Mr. 
Nicholson has been for the past nine 
months advertising manager for Da- 
vid Spencer, Limited, of this city, but 
is now rcturlng to his native land 
after a residence of fourteen months 
in Canada. Mr. Nicholson is not 
leaving Victoria because he Is dissat- 
isfied with the city or with the coiin 
try generally', but ho came to Canada 
on a mission and having fulfilled it 
now returning home. Mr. Nicholson 
is an old country journalist and his 
mission was to see Canada as it 
really Is and this lie considers ho has 
done. His experiences will be pub- 
lished in old country publications as 
well as in book form. The latter 
some time about the beginning of the 
year. Mrs. Nicholson will also deal 
with their experiences from her point 
of view. 

. A desire to know Canada and Can- 
adians, to rub .shoulders with the 
masses, led -Mr. Nicholson to decldo 
about fourteen months ago to come 
to this country. At that time ho was 
engaged to a young lady, to whom the 
idea of separation did not appeal. She 
gave him the option of breaking off 
the engagement or of taking her with 
him. lie did the latter and with them 
goes back a native son of British Co 
lumbia. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nicholson travelled- as 
far as Winnipeg as immigrants in or- 
der that they might have till the ex- 
periences of incoming settlers. Ar 
riving In Winnipeg, Mr. Nicholson 
found no difficulty in securing work 
on the Winnipeg Telegram, and fcince 
thon there has not been more than 
forty-eight hours in which ho v> 
out of employment. After .sluing thin 
up in Winnipeg, Mr. Nicholson came 
on to Victoria and at once secured 
a position with David Spencer, Limit- 
ed. It may be remarked right here 
that this was his first experience In 
commercial life, but to use a slang 
phrase, he "iny.de good," his work be- 
ing In every way satisfactory to the 
firm during the past nine months. 

In order that he may more thor- 
oughly Inform himself on conditions 
Mr. ■ Nicholson will make a number o£ 
stops on his way homo. From here 
he will go to Arrowhead, from where 
lie will proceed to Robson. His next 
Stop will be at Nelson, followed by 
one at Kootenay Landing. Tic will 
next, visit Edmonton. Returning 
from there lie will spend some time 
at Calgary, and will also break his 
journey at Regina, Winnipeg and Port 
Arthur. He will sail for home from 
.Montreal. 

Discussing his impressions of the 
country Mr. Nicholson said that ho 
was thoroughly impressed with the 
possibilities of Vancouver Island, 
which, however, required both capital 
and labor to develop. The capital was 
to be had in the old country and 
would sooner or later find fts way 
here. Labor, he thought, would fol- 
low the capital as surely as night fol- 
lowed day. There was everything in 
favor of the island's early develop- 1 tht 
tnent, and he expected to sec big 
changes brought about in tile near fu- 
ture.

Loudon, Aug. 15. — "Wanted, a man 
who will clear out with u shovel one 
hundred and twenty-live million cubic 
yards of dirt, and who will use some 
thirty million cubic yards of earth 
for dam construction." This Is the 
modest requirement of the United 
States government, and they find some 
difficulty in spotting the right man. 

The ideal of the Panama canal com- 
mission is to let out the actual work 
of construction to an association of 
contractors, each member of which 
will bo an expert In some branch of 
the work, oh a percentage basis, but 
the Ideal is not so easy to realize. 

The government wishes to reserve 
for itself on the isthmus the organi- 
zation of sanitation and engineering; 
there Is at the present moment a com- 
plete staff organized for this purpose 
The control of the quarters and com- 
missariat department, which has. been 
«o carefully devised to safeguard the 
health of employees on the isthmus, 
will also be retained under government 
control, the elaborate ' labor-saving 
construction plant will lie placed at 
tile disposal of tile contractors, but 
under the sole control of the canal 
commission, the Panama Railroad 
company, which today is owned by the 
government, will remain under their 
Jurisdiction. 

30,000 Workers. 

The commission will ask for a sum 
of $3,000,000 as security h'rom each 
group of competing contractors, and 
this sum should be ample guarantee 
ot bona tides. 

The contract being made on the basis 
of percentage on expenditure will give 
a fairer flexibility to the deal, and 
modifications of any nature can lie 
made without prejudice to {the con- 
tracting parties. 

This is the scheme promulgated for 
the finishing of the great canal. The 
United Sttites government is still 
looking for its man, and in the mean- 
time is not wasting a minute, but is 
digging, digging, digging. Am! if they 
don't find him they will dig to a 
finish. 

Fully 24,000 men tire dn the payroll 
of the commission; add to this between 
four and live thousand on the books 
of the Panama railroad and a number 
of independent West Indian blacks,! 
work spasmodically on the canal, the 
actual number of men laboring in the 
interests of the canal amounts to just 
on 30,000. This army is fed, housed, I 
and even amused by the canal com- ' 
mission, who have received reward for 
their carefully made plans by the sat- 
isfactory increase in the work done. 

In February, 1007, 1100,000 cubic yards 
of earth were excavated from the 
canal; in March the figure was 1,100,- 
000 cubic yards. Compare these figures 
witli 1,500,000 cubic yards, which was 
the excavation in the course of the 
previous twelve months, and 741', 000 
icublc yards, the total excavation in 
1905;I 

These 30,000 men are mostly fed and 
hcused by trie commission, and they 
pay back a small percentage of their 
wages for their keep. The commissary 
department has this Important point 
to see to, .and it pursues the economic 
plan of making no pront on Its de- 
partment, but expends all surplus in 
bettering the class of food or In reduc- 
ing the cost to its employees. 

The result of this work can be judg- 
ed from the fact that yellow fever has 
been stamped out and the death rati 1 
on the canal zone among the while 
population is under 17 per 1,000. 

The total length of the canal will he 
10.71' miles. From the Caribbean Sea 
lo Ihi' mouth of the Mlndl river a chan- 
nel is to be excavated having a bot- 
tom width of 500 feet and a depth of 
•iJ feet below mean tide; from the 
moulh of the Mlndl river to the locks 
at Gatun the same width ami depth 
will he maintained.

"Tho raj'way system of Victoria, as 
you Know Is owned by tho govern- 
In^ « A l » total 1,lilc;| tre Is slightly 
I (''',. ' 00 mlles aud c °st in the 
D^ghborhood of two hundred million 
; dollars. This sum represents about 
lour fifths of the total loan debt of 
the state. Tho operation of the rail- 
way system is vested in a board of 
railway commissioners, consisting of 
three men. They are elected for a 
term of four years and can ho re- 
moved only for misconduct and then 
only through a majority vote of both 
bouses. The railroads are adminis- 
tered now absolutely independent of 
any political Influence and they are 
operated strictly on a commercial 
oasis, paying for everything that they 
DUy and getting paid full value for 
everything that they give out. 

"An Interesting example and proof 
or this is that since the present com- 
missioners took charge they have 
collected from t he government of 
Victoria the full value of tb e annual 
passes Issued to the members of par- 
liament over the government rail- 
way. 

Financial Results 

"The financial results for this last 
year, ending June 30, 1007, have been 
most encouraging. The total revenue 
has been over twenty million dollars 
Sin UW worK 'nB expenses have been 
$10,416,860. Net revenue Is thus nearly 
ten million dollars. Then, making al- 
lowances for all Interest charges on 
the indebtedness, we have a clear aur- 
| plus of over two million dollars. 

•'This surplus will practically all he 
given back to the commissioners to 
be used for further development of 
the railroad and rolling stock, etc. Two 
| years previous to the present commis- 
sioners assuming charge of the rail- 
ways there was a deficit or about one 
|milhon dollars. Just the year hefore 
they took charge the deficit had in- ' 
, creased to almost double that amount. 
I For the fiscal year of 1905-G, the defi- 
cit had been converted to a surplus 
of one million dollars. During the four 
years that the present commissioners 
I have been at tbe head of the svstems, 
! full Interest charges have been paid 
and liabilities also to the extent of 
i four million dollars have been liqui- 
dated, which were left over by the 
i former regime of controllers. Besides 
this, between half a million and onel 
j million dollars has been turned over' 
I to the government. v

The Federal Constitution of 1875 
confided authority to regulate banks 
of issue to the Federal government, 
but providing that Hie "Government 
shall not establish a monopoly of the 
iSBue of bank bills nor decree their 
obligatory acceptance.' A general law 
of 187C required the Swiss banks lo 
maintain a cash reserve equal to forty 
per cent, of the circulation, to redeem 



notes of other banks. Further legisla- 
tion in 3 SSI established more com- 
plete control of the banking system 
and provided for weekly, monthly and 
annual reports. Swiss banks 

entered into a clearing agreement by 
authority of tho law of June 19, 1882, 
for the mutual exchange of notes. The 
number of banks grew to thirty- 
four in 1895, with a circulation of l!iG,- 
200,000 francs ($38,000,000) and total 
assets of 1,258,027,831 francs ($243,000,- 
000.) 

Notwithstanding co-operation among 
the banks, there developed a strong 
tendency towards the departure of coin 
from Switzerland. Exchange was al- 
most constantly at the gold-shipping 
point, and it required frequent pur- 
chases of gold at a premium for the 
banks to maintain their metallic re- 
serves. From these conditions arose 
an agitation for a central bank of 
issue. After the crisis of ISO! an 
amendment to • the constitution was 
adopted permitting the creation of 
such a bank. The first project per- 
fected, provided for a bank owned by 
the state. The plan was submitted to 
tho referendum early In 1S97, but was 
rejected by about eighty thousand ma- 
jority. The advocates of a state bank 
by no means abandoned their efforts, 
however, and after long consultation 
between representatives of the govern- 
ment and commercial bodies the Na- 
tional Bank of Switzerland was au- 
thorized by a law of October G, l!)0a. 

The capital of the National Bank 
will be r,0,000,000 francs ($9,650,000), 
half paid in. The duration of its pow- 
ers will be for twenty years from the 
day of opening; The statute declares 
regarding the purpose of the institu- 
tion: 

"The National Bank shall have for 
its function to serve in Switzerland as 
the regulator of the money market and 
to facilitate operations of payment. It 
will be charged, in addition, with the 
services of the treasury of the confed- 
eration, without compensation, so far 
as this service Is confided to it.'' 

The capital has been allotetl two- 
fifths to the cantons, in proportion to 
population; one-fifth to existing banks 
of issue, in the ratio of their outstand- 
ing circulation on October 31, 1904, and 
tlie remaining two-fifths to tile pub- 
lie. The right to subscribe is limited, 
however, to Swiss citizens and corpor- 
ations, who alone can bo registered at 
any time as owners. Tbe official head- 
quarters of the hank will be at Berne, 
but tlie general office wiil bo at Zu- 
rich. The metallic reserve must equal 
40 per cent, of the notes outstanding. 
Tbe organization of the bank will lie 
I similar to that of other Continental 
banks of issue. The Federal council 
names the president and vice-presi- 
dent and also twenty-live of the. forty 
members of the council of the bank, 
leaving only fifteen to be named by 
the shareholders. Five of tin' mem- 
bers of the council of the bank must 
be members of the Federal Chambers, 
and five must lie members of the can- 
tonal governments. Tbe governing 
committee is made up of tlie president, 
vice-president anil five members of the 
council. In this large proportion of 
government directors, official control 
goes somewhat farther than In sonio 
other Contlnetnal banks! 

The manner of disposing of the pro- 
fits also emphasizes the governmental 
influence in the new institution. Ten 
per cent, of the profits go to the sur- 
plus fund, but not more than $100,00/0 
need be added to this fund annually. 
After this allotment 1 per cent, is paid 
upon the shares, without discrimina- 
tion as to their ownership. Then, af- 
ter certain reimbursements to the can- 
tons for .old note issues, the balance 
of the profits is divided, one-fifth to 
the Federal Government, and two- 
thirrts to the canton, on the basis of 
population. In this respect the char- 
ter differs from those of most of the 
Continental banks, which allow a part 
of the excess of profits beyond the 
lirst payment to go to the shares. Otli- 
clals of tlie Federal Treasury are di- 
rected to accept the notes of the bank 
at par, but, declare the statutes, 
"A more general obligation to accept 
the notes shall be decreed only in case 
of necessity, in time of war."

MR. BORDEN'S TOUR. 

We do not know what aspects of 
Canadian politics Mr, R. L. Borden 
will discuss during his forthcoming 
transcontinental tour, but we hardly 
think It probable that he will have 
much lo say upo'tl issues of a local 
nature. Ho will make the tour as tho 
leader of one of the great political 
parties of the Dominion, and while we 
all know that elections are frequently 
decided upon questions of an extrenie- 
! ly sectional nature, it is not to be ex- 
pected that Mr. Borden will pay much 
attention to matters of that nature. 
He must of necessity confine himself 
chiefly to the broader issues, and de- 
liver the same message to the people 
of Nova Scotia as he does to those of 
British Columbia. To what extent he 
will feel called upon to consider those 
things which arc local to provinces and 
cities, rather than general to the Do- 
minion, cannot be predicted, hut we 
shall he surprised if these form any 
very considerable feature of his ad- 
dress. 

There is one point upon which we 
feel satisfied that he will dwell, name- 
ly, the duty of Canadians to elevate 
. t the standard of political life. Mr. 
Borden is a gentleman of refined in- 
stincts' and honorable motives, and we 
max' rest assured that he feels in a 
special degree the timeliness of an ap- 
peal to the electorate of Canada to 
remove the reproach arising from 
corruption in high places. It is not 
the intention of the Colonist to pose 
as a champion of purity, for, if there 
is anything specially hateful lo it, it 
is the Pharisaical spirit which thanks 
God that it is not as other men are; 
but it cannot shut its eyes to the fact 
that there is growing up in Canada a 
laxity of political decency, which if 
not checked, will mean disaster to the 
Dominion. The temptations in the 
way ot public men are many. Happily 
the great Canadian leaders have risen 
superior to them. The most bitter 
critic lias never been able to bring 
home to such men as Sir John Mac- 
donald. Sir Oeorge Cartler, Sir A. A. 
Dorion, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Oliver 
atowat, Alexander .Mackenzie, George 
Brown, R. D. Borden and many oth- 
ers, living and dead, whose names are 
held In honor, the slightest suspicion 
of corrupt transactions. These men 
lived in "the fierce light which heats 
upon" high position, and while, perhaps, 
they all cannot say, as Edward Blake 
hoped would be said of him, that they 
"ever wore the white flower of a 
blameless life," they were men of 
high patriotic motives who devoted 
their whol<! anergics to the welfare of 
their country, with little reward other 
than the consciousness of duty well 
and honestly performed. The de- 
nunciation of public men for corrupt 
practices has undoubtedly been' too 
sweeping. Men have been frequently 
accused of "graft" when the;/ have 
only had business shrewdness suf- 
ficient to enable them lo take advant- 
age of the legitimate opportunities 
afforded by the development of the 
country. There is nothing wrong in 
this, and the wonder Is that so few of 
the leaders of Canadian progress have 
•done so. The explanation probably is 
to be found in the fact that a political 
leader, who is devoted to his work, 
has no time to look after his private 
Interests. But when every allowance 
has. been made for the men of un- 
sullied reputation, whose names are 
honored throughout the country, and 
for (he legitimate advantages which 
men have derived by reason of their 
public positions, the fact remains that 
the standard of political morality has 
very greatly depreciated of late years. 
This is In part due lo the newspapers. 
The public demand sensations, and if 
they cannot have sensational facts 
they want sensational insinuations. 
The easiest answer to make to an ar- 
gument is to question the motives of 
the pecson advancing it; the simplest 
way to destroy the Influence of a 
public man Is to besmirch his charac- 
ter, if the papers would refuse to 
descend to such tactics, the tone of 
political life would he greatly Im- 
proved. But some may ask, would 
you object lo the exposure of wrong- 
doing? To this we reply: Certainly 
not, but nine-tenths of what appears 
in c the public press is simply guess- 
work; nothing Is exposed, but the 
minds of the people are filled with the 
idea that all public men are more or 
less corrupt, whereas in point of fact 
tho very great majority of our public 
men aro honest. 

We hope that Mr. Borden will make 
the principal part of his public ad- 
dresses an appeal for higher politics, 
not so much among the leaders of pub- 
lic opinion as among the rank and file. 
We hope he will cause It to be under- 
stood that he will expect the party, of 
which he Is tho leader, to bo influenc- 
;d by motives* of patriotism and not 
oy "graft," and that as long u;\ he Is 



Its leader there will bo no place in 
Conservative ranks for men who dis- 
regard the decencies of private life or 
the obligations to common honesty 
which all public men should respect. 
AVhi'e we do not believe that . politi- 
cians are as black as they are painted, 
the disclosures of the past few months 
may well make us anxious fur the fu- 
ture of the country. Mr. Borden can 
do more for Canada at this juncture 
by condemning what Is wrong and as- 
serting his determination to stand by 
only what is right in the conduct of 
public affairs, than by making any 
declaration of general public policy or 
espousing any special question of local 
Interest.

EARL GREY'S SPEECH 

A few days ago, in a brief reference

His Excellency said 
"that he felt proud to belong to that 
small portion of the British Empire 
whose people considered it a privilege 
lo carry the whole burden of the na- 
val defence of the Empire, "so long as 
they were able, and until you can re- 
lieve them of your share of the bur- 
den,' and who thus had given an ex- 
ample of the sacrifice and service 
which was a necessary element In the 
character of any mi lion which as- 
pired to greatness. He warned his 
hearers that with the population of 
the United States 100 per cent, above 
that of tile United Kingdom, it was 
obviously Impossible for Great Britain 
to- keep command of the seas unaided 
for ever." 

With this statement all Canadians 
are, or ought to be, in hearty accord, 
and Karl Grey has exhibited great 
skill in touching upon a difficult ques- 
tion in such manner as will arouse 
Canadians to tin appreciation of their 
duty, without in any way interfering 
with that regard which must always 
he paid to the fact that, in self-gov- 
erning countries the policy to lie pur- 
sued must be announced by the re- 
sponsible ministers.

Of greater real Interest than the re- 
cent flno impose,! on til" Standard Oil 
company .are the reasons Riven by 
Judge Landis of the United States dis- 
trict court for tlie north division of 
the State of Illinois. lie Held, in ef- 
fect, that any man, whether a private 
citizen or the officer of a corporation, 
who obtains and uses a preferential rate 
In public traffic, is equally criminal 
wdth and no belter than a counterfeit- 
er. Because a railway company is a 
public functionary It lias been granted 
the power of eminent domain, the 
theory being that the grant was neces- 
sary for the public welfare. Nothing 
tie- judge declared, "can possibly he 
more plain than that property thus ac- 
qulred must be used for the benefit of 
the public— not part of the public, but 
all the public." A morn abhorent doc- 
trine, he said, could net be conceived 
than that which Insisted that a railway 
company might give the Standard nil 
company a very low transportation rate 
and b" contract, obligate Itself to with- 
hold the same rate from the very man 
the taking of whose property rendered 
possible the construction of the road. 

Judge Landis' exposition of the 
methods of I he Standard Gil rniu- 
imny received striking corroboration in 
the report of Herbert Knox Smith. Uni- 
ted States commissioner of corporations, 
on that corporation's dairies during the 
nnst 24 years. In that time, on oh or- 
iginal capital of $7(1,000.000. tills partic- 
ular trust hns gathered nl least S7P0- 
000,000— possibly much more. Li his 
letter to President Rnosnvelt. Mr. Smith 
says tho following facts are proven.

Flnallv the history 
of (Via great Industry Is a history of the 
persistent use of t ii <-> worst industrial 
methods, the exaction of exorbitant 
prlees from the consumer, and the se- 
curing of excessive profits for the small 
group of men who over a lnmr series of 
years have thus dominated the busi- 
ness.

People ofNicola and Sim ilkameen 
Have Kindly Feeling for 
Train Robber 



Spenco's Bridge, Aug. 15.— When the 
news of. Bill Miner's escape reached 
hero' the telephone service was mon- 
opolized by t.he more enthusiastic of 
Ins admirers hi convoying the intel- 
ligence through the Nicola country, 
und from Nicola it was passed on with 
ever-increasing satisfaction, to the 
Simllkameen district. rluslness .in 
those progressive sections of the in- 
terior was, for the moment; suspend- 
ed, to talk tho matter over, and the 
bars did a good business with a popu- 
lation which ignored Its prohibition 
principles for the occasion to drink to 
the health and successful eiscape of 
Old Bill. To a stranger it was a cur- 
ious spectacle indeed to witness the 
personal feeling displayed on all sides 
In favor of tho train-robbing prison- 
breaker. Everywhere it was recalled 
that Miner, when first taken to West- 
minster, had confidently predicted 
that "no prison walls ran hold me," 
and everywhere men expressed their 
belief that he would elude all efforts 
at recapture. Not a few were out- 
spoken enough to hint that their good- 
will would extend to the length of giv- 
ing him a helping hand if they could 
do so with any degree of safety to 
themselves. So pronounced was the 
general sentiment that the officers of 
the law can make up their minds that 
no aid In hunting him down will he 
given them in the upper country, 
where Minor Is best known, or, If any 
aid is afforded, the man who lends it 
will bo looked at askance for all time 
to corne. 

Some of Miner's Intimates of past 
years are still in the Nicola and Slni- 
ilkameen countries, and to them the 
intelligence of their old associate's es- 
cape was carried from the centers of 
population to tho secluded localities, 
in which they live, with all tho swift- 
ness with which good or bad news can 
be conveyed, and undoubtedly there 
will be many a man on the outlook 
for Old Bill with fleet horses and sup- 
iplies to speed him on his way to 
safety. 

This feeling, so prevalent in the in- 
terior, must not bo regarded as an 

evidence of sympathy with wrong do- 
ing. None of Miner's confederates 
share with him the goodwill of the 

population. Miner is looked upon here 
as anything but the cold-blooded, life- 
taking desperado that train-robbers 
usually are. Ho is spoken of by nil 
who knew him as a most amiable, 
open-hearted; kindly old fellow, who 
not only was the reverse of cruel, but 
would go far out of his way to do a 
.•good turn to a fcHow man, and it is 
J-ecalled that in all his escapes ho loft 
no trail of blood behind him. Then 
his courage and resourcefulness are 
themes which have cheered many 
firesides since tho people cartia to 
know he was and what his career 
has been. He is regarded as a Robin 
Hood of these later days of steam rail- 
t'ways, land indeed If all that Is said 
of him here is true; he has some of 

the qualities which endeared to the 
public tho old highway robber of 
Sherwood Forest. 

Whether tho unconcealed goodwill 
of the people in those interior districts 
will be carried to the length of assist- 
ing Miner in his escape, it would be 
hard to say, but If he comes this way 
his chances will bo multiplied. Nor 
"do tho people believe that he will over 
be retaken. They are of the opinion 
that he will voluntarily conclude his 
Career in the open, if he is too hard 
pressed, rather than return to confine- 
ment; and if he should he will remain 
for many years to come a hero of in- 
trepid story in the upper country.

River

Hedley, B.C., Aug. If,.— The diligent 
search of Constable Sproule for Mrs. 
Nicholson, an unfortunate woman 
who has been domiciled here from 
Falrvlew, has ended In the discovery 
of her remains floating in tho river. 
Tho last definite word heard of her 
was when she called at tho hotel 
Similkamecn, acting and talking as If 
she was demented, and evidently 
showing effects of a prolonged de- 
bauch. During the afternoon she was 
seen on Pinto's flat, acting strangely, 
and towards evening, when she had 
not returned to her cabin a search was 
made for her, but with no success, and 
the search was maintained 'during the 
entire week by the constable and 
others. The first word heard was 
from Mr. Bradshaw at Fifteen Mile, 
who sent up letters by Saturday even- 
ing's stage to Constable Sproule and 
tho Gazette stating that Ashnola John 
(Indian) had come to his place that 
day to inform lilm that on the even- 
ing previous his wife, who was wash- 
ing clothes at the river, had seen the 
body of a white person floating slowly 
past. The information was acted on, 
ami in the morning a boat crew 
manned by Tom Gorman, Tom Gxiiney, 
Louis Marcott, J. Crosby, and Ed. 
VYhecdon went down the river, pat- 
rolling carefully the shores and sand 
bars, while Constable Sproule drove 
down In a rig. A little below Ashnola 
John's upper ranch across from 
Brushy Bottom they came upon the 
body moored against a rock, where. It 
was made fast until a coffin could be 
procured and arrangements made for 
burial, while word was sent to rela- 
tives In tile east end of the riding, 
with whom she had had no intercourse 
for years, although they had contribut- 
ed materially at times towards her 
support. It is the old story of how 
a thirst for the demon drink with .its 
concomitants wrecked her life and her 
home. Constable . Sproule deserves 
credit for his unceasing efforts to find 
the poor unfortunate.

Vancouver, Aug. 3 5. — Announcement 
was made yesterday that the first sale 
of city bonds which has been mudo lit, 
Fomo time lias finally been ronsuin- 
mated. The amount of tno issues 
taken is $100,000 and the price secured 
was ninety and accrued Interest. The 
purchaser was the banking firm of 
Aemilius Jervia & Co., of Toronto, 
with whom negotiations looking to- 
ward the sale have been under way 
for some time. The specific bonds 
which havo been transferred are those

Tho rate secured on tin- bonds Is ex- 
ceptionally low, this fact being the re- 
sult of tho present depressed state o( 
the money market in general and the 
municipal bond market in particular. 
II. was because of this condition that 
the city has withheld the sale of the 
debentures for so long a time, hoping 
dally that there would ho an upward 
(tendency. The price docs not, How- 
ever, create a new low record for cjvlc 
debentures, as in 1332, or. an I^-huc of 
over half a million, the sale was ef- 
fected at the price of 88. The pres- 
ent sale stands next to this record.

Ono loaf of bread, threo pounds of 
meat, tlvo cups of coffee, one quart of 
strfl. wherry preserves. 

If this man was Bill Minor, ho> has 
probably escaped to the mountains 
south of Chiillwnck. 

Net the least, remarkable of the 
many stories centering upon Hill 
Miner's exploits since his escape from 
Hie pentlteutlary at Now Westminster 
last week is one relating to tho mys- 
terious $f>0,000 worth of bonds which,) 
shortly after the Mission train hold- 
up September 0, 1001, it. was alleged 
formed part of tho loot upon that 
occasion. 

These bonds were American securi- 
ties, owned in the United States, and 
it is now declared that less than two 
weeks before tho time Miner and his 
fellow convicts escaped American sec- 
ret service officers visited tho peni- 
tentiary and bad a conference with 
Shorty Dunn relative to these bonds. 
Dunn Is supposed to know the place 
where they were secreted, and it is 
reported that Inducements wcro offer- 
ed to him to disclose their hiding- 
place. Just what tho officers inti- 
mated they could do for hint is a mat- 
ter of conjecture; neither is it known 
what results their interview brought 
forth, 

The chase for these bonds was a 
long one, and was commenced imme- 
diately after the first hold-up perpe- 
trated by Miner and his gang on tho 
Canadian Pacific railway. Pinkerton 
men followed clues half way across the 
continent, • but tho bonds were never 
recovered. The most promising clue 
was one which was run into thin air in 
Kansas city. A woman was supposed 
to havo received the bonds from the 
gang for safe-keeping. She was Bill 
Miner's sister, and her last known 
permanent place of abode was In Min- 
neapolis. She was In the west shortly 
after the robbery and then disappear- 
ed. Detectives followed her to Minnea- 
polis, and on to Kansas City, where 
she was lost sight of. 

Nothing further was heard of these 
bonds, till tho summer of 1905, when 
Jake Terry, who was shot and killed 
at Sumas a few months ago, appeared 
In Vancouver and had numerous long 
conferences with Canadian Pacific 
railway officials. Ho declared that ho 
had personal knowledge of the location 
of tho bonds and other valuables taken 
in tho Mission robbery. Terry acted 
very mysteriously and for a time' the 
railway authorities were inclined to 
believe that there might he something 
in his statements. They had the man 
shadowed and finally came to tho con- 
clusion that he was romancing and re- 
fused to have anything further to do 
with him. 

The question now Is did Shorty Dunn 
reveal the whereabouts of the securi- 
ties to tho men who so recently visit- 
ed him at the penitentiary?

New Westminster, Aug. 15. — An ex- 
hibit which Is sure to attract much 
attention at the provincial exhibition 
during tho first week in October will 
be that which Is being put up by' tho 
fisheries department of the Dominion 
government.

Great Activity Along Nelson 
Fort Sheppard Railway

surveying for the past month. A very 
great activity, he says, prevails along 
the hne of the Nelson and Fort Shep- 
pard railway.

Mountain Tops East of Sterling Creek 
Aro Ablaze and Air is 
Full of Smoke 



Hedley, 13. C, Aug. 15.— This year we 
have been congratulating ourselves on 
the clearness of the atmosphere and 
Immunity from bush tire;-, but last 
week showed that a great change in 
this respect can come very suddenly, 
for tin; air had become quite smoky 
tEom a bush fire that started up on 
Thursday l.'ist on tho mountains to tho 
east of Sterling creek. After nightfall 
the blaze i.s distinctly visible from tho 
streets. While it is reported that 
some campers had boon up there (al- 
though nothing definite has yet been 
learned concerning them) It appeared 
very much as If lightning had been the 
cause, for the lire was first noticed on 
Thursday forenoon a few. minutes af- 
ter a sharp thunder clap, ami was 
confined to a small spot, the smoke 
resembling' somewhat that from a 
vigorous camp fire.

Death of Fisherman. 

New Westminster, Aug 15. — Cnpt. T 
W. Spcarwnter, the oldest white tlsh- 
erman on the Fraser river, is dead at 
the age of seventy-seven. 

Captain Bpearwater was active up 
till a few days previous to his death 
and operated a boat on the North Arm 
of tho river during the present season. 
He had tished on the Fraser for nearly 
forty years. His bent form and long 
white beard were familiar to all old 
fishermen and packers on the river, 
and all will regret to hear of his de- 
mise. His dcatli was calm, and with- 
out patn. 

His estate, which consists mostly .if 
salmon-fishing gear and a small piece 
of properly, has been taken charge of 
by Official Administrator C. G. Major, 
and will be disposed of and the pro- 
ceeds sent to a daughter who Is living 
in the Fast. The remains of the late 
Captain SpearwatGr were laid In their 
last reo'lng plueo in tho cemetery in 
this city today. 

Pleasure Resort. 

Grand Forks, Aug 15.- — John Topp, 
who recently purchased the Well- 
known Ward ranch of 240 acres just 
west of the city limits I.s authority 
for the sla lenient, that he Intends to 
make this property, on which thero Is 
a natural spring lake of several' acres, 
a pleasure resort for Grand Forks citi- 
zens. Tho timbered portions will he 
cleared and turned Into groves, and 
the lake will bo freed of all weeds and 
driftwood.

New Westminster, Aug. 15. — A New 
Westminster disappearance which a I 
tho time was thought to have been a 
tragedy is cleared up satisfactorily by 
Mr. Burton. While in Seattle a few 
days ago Mr. Burton ran across tho 
blacksmith, Mr. Knutson, who at the 
time of his disappearance was thought 
to have been murdered on tho wharf. 

MEETING OF MONARCHS. 

King Edward and Kaisor William on 
Good Terms. 

London, Aug. 15 — Tho London morn- 
ing papers and their German corres- 
pondents comment in enthusiastic 
terms upon tho reception accorded 
King EdWard at. Wilhelmshoho yester- 
day, the friendly character and suc- 
cess of the meeting, declaring it marks 
tho turning" point In the policy of ap- 
peasement bc.twoon Great Britain and 
Germany. Two years ago on tho occa- 
sion of a similar journey of King Kd~ 
ward tho relations between Great Brit- 
ain and Germany wcro so strained that 
Ills Majesty did not halt on German 
territory. 

Cassel, Prussia, Aug. 15. — Replying 
to a toast at n. dinner tonight Kmperor 
William thanked King Kdwnrd heartily 
for his visit. Ho said ho regarded It as 
an expression of friendly feeling. He 
said ho considered King Edward 



represented the English nation and 
that his visit was an expression of 
desire for a good understanding. 

King Edward replied that his dearest 
wish was to see good relations between 
tho German and English people and ho 
assured the emperor that on his 
coming visit to England he would 
receive a popular welcome. 

Paris, Aug 15. — French opinion 
generally regards tho meeting between 
King Edward and Emperor William at 
Wilhelmshohe yesterday as markln 
another stage in the relaxation of 
European tension. Bike the Swlne- 
mundo meeting and the approaching 
interview between King Edward and 
Emperor Francis Joseph at Ischl, the 
papers think It may bo important In 
calming tho sensibilities of Germany 
concerning tho series of agreements 
Great Britain has been completing' and 
that from this standpoint it will 
strengthen tho peace of Europe. More 
ovrr, lycsterday's meeting Is contrast 
ed wilh the handshake between tho 
King and tho German emperor last 
year at Kronberg and there is dls- 
iposJHoil to consider the Wllhelms- 
hohc meeting as being something in 
:'»\e nature of a genuino reconciliation 
between the two sovereigns, whose re- 
lations heretofore have been notori- 
ously cool. 

So far as French interests aro 
concerned the Impression prevails that 
they cannot ho prejudiced by what 
occurred at Wilhelmshohe, specially 
should circumstances later necessitate 
a broadening of the mandate which 
France and Spain received at Al- 
gcclras.

Salmon Season Poor, 

The salmon fishing t'hls ye ar has 
been the poorest for some seasons past, 
according to c.

Not only in Ihe Frasor 
river, but all over the Pacific coast 
right up to Alaska, the fishermen have 
met with poor luck. The run of spekeyo 
salmon has been very light and there 
lias not been the usually correspond- 
ingly large catch of the cohoes and 
spring. In the Fraser river the catch 
In the traps has been fair, but the 

fishermen have met with very poor 

luck with few exceptions. It seems 
to have been an off year all round. 
The result of the shortage will mean 
higher prices for salmon than in any 
year since 1903. 



Only routine matters were discuss- 
ed at last night's meeting of the lire 
wardens, at Which all the members 
were present.' The chief matter under 
discussion was the reconciliation of the 
explosives bylaw and the lire preven- 
tion bylaw, the terms of which are 
contradictory In several important 
particulars, and In order that no con- 
fusion may arise must he harmonized.

W. F. Fullerton, chairman of the Are 
wardens, while in Vancouver next 
week, whither he goes to attend the 
grand lodge meeting of the Foresters, 
will look over the fire brigade of that 
city and obtain ideas as to what Vie 
toria Should have to make the local 
brigade thoroughly up-to-date.

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A. meeting of the Victoria and Es- 
quimau branch of the Navy leaugiio 
was held on Wednesday evening last 
at the ofiice of the secretary, Doug- 
las street. 

A resolution to admit associate 
members at a reduced foe of ?l per 
annum, was formally passed. Such 
members will receive the monthly copy 
o£ the journal and will have all the 
privileges except that of holding of- 
fice, and voting for the elctlon of of- 
ficials. The object of the measure is 
to attract country members who under 
normal circumstances would not take 
an active part In the work of the 
brunch but who nevertheless are in- 
terested in its objects. 

Tlie local branch of the league Is 
duly exercised over the differences 
Which have arisen in the parent body. 
This is over a question as to what 
the expressed object . of the league 
shall be. A majority of the executive 
voted that the object of the league 
should be to endeavor to awaken in 
tlio young the importance of conserv- 
ing Britain's supremacy as a sea 
power. The minority held that tho 
primal object of tho league as in the 
past was to criticise and to bring 
home to the government the import- 
ance of keeping the efficiency of the 
navy at its height. 

At a meeting held some weeks ago, 
tho action of the minority was upheld 
by a majority of fourteen of those 
present but when proxies were called 
tho majority was sustained by over 
200 votes. 

The Victoria branch whilst feeling- 
head of the Liverpool branch which 
next to that of London, is the' most 
important which while it maintained 
the executive generally admitted and 
condemned those poiuts of which tho 
minority complained most bitterly. 
! Tho Victoria branch whilst feeling 
Itself In no position Lo judge decisive- 
ly of the merits or the case at this 
distance, joined the vast majority of 
those interested in the league in hop- 
ing that concessions would be made 
on both sides and that possibly the 
Liverpool resolution would bp en- 
dorsed by a reunited league. Tt is felt 
that a split between honest men, all 
of whom are very much in earnest in 
the same interest, would be deplorable 
and disastrous to the league.

TO ASSIST EXCHANGE 
OF PURE OREO STOCK 



Provincial Live Stock Commis- 
sioner Devises Scheme for 
Joint Advertising 



An organized plan by which the 
farmers of the provinco will bo able 
to advertise pure bred llvo stock for 
sale, thus facilitating the exchange of 
stock, has been devised by the direct- 
ors of the British Columbia Stock 
Breeders' association upon tlie advice 
of the secretary, K. M, Logan, provin- 
cial commissioner of live stock and 
dairying. 

A regular .advertising space will he 
secured in three papers, one on the 
island, one on the lower mainland and 
another on the upper mainland. Far- 
mers with stock for sale will send 
particulars with the amount they wish 
to expend in advertising to the secre- 
tary of the association who will add 
an equal amount from the funds of 
the society .'is free exchange which In 
this manner will be secured is a great 
iervlco to the society at large. 

The need for such a plan has been 
brought home to Mr. Began through 
the many letters he receives from far- 
mers In every district, asking him for 
Information its to where they can se- 
cure cattle. Often lie is unable to 
furnish this. 

The free exchange of pure bred 
stock will improve conditions gener- 
ally. Pure bred stock costs little more 
than slaughtered stock and are of far 
greater value to the farmer than stock 
of mixed strains. 

The following letter has been sent 
lo a number of live stock breeders 
throughout tho province: 

"Dear Sir, — At a directors' meeting 
of the B. C. Stock Breeders' associ- 
ation, held on Aug. 10, it was decided 
to adopt the following system for ad- 
vertising pure bred live stock: 

"Any provincial member of the as- 
sociation havlnb pure bred stock for 
sale may send to the secretary of the 
association tho matter ho wishes to 
have Inserted, along with the amount 
of money he wishes to spend for this 
purpose, and also his membership ino 
of $1, unless he is already a member 
uf the association. The secretary will 
then contribute an equal sum from 
tlie funds of the association, and send 
a copy of this advertisement to three 
different papers, one on Vancouver is- 
land, one on the lower mainland, and 
one in the upper mainland. 

"A special column in these papers 
will be kept for this purpose, there- 
fore anyone wishing to buy pure bred 
live stock will know where to look for 
probable purchases. This system 
should prove valuable to those who 
have slock for sale, as Well as for 
those who wish to buy. We trust that 
the different breeders will avail them- 
selves of this opportunity."

LEGAL BATTLE OVER 
POSSESSION OF CHILD 



Father Charges Mother-in-law 
With Unlawfully Detain- 
ing Boy 



What promises to be a very bitterly 
fought legal battle commenced before 
Police Magistrate Hall yesterday 
morning when Mrs. Josephine Bruge 
appeared in answer to an information 
sworn to by Henry Albert P. Trltn of 
Belllngham, Wash., charging her with 
unlawfully detaining a boy under 14 
years of age: lo wit, ills five-year-old 
son, Henry Oscar Fred Trltz. 

Owing to a temporary absence from 
heme Mrs. Bruge was not served with 
a copy of the information until 
o'clock Wednesday evening, thus giv- 
ing her no opportunity to engage and 
Instruct counsel before the case was 
called yesterday morning, so she was 
granted a continuance until this morn- 
ing to give her time to secure legal 
assistance, Oeorge A. Morphy, who ap- 
peared for the prosecution, offering no 
objections provided no further delays 
are asked for. 

It was learned that the prosecution 
Intends to allege that Mr. and Mrs. 
Trltz, though not divorced, are living 
apart, and that the wife spirited the 
child away and placed him In tlie care 
of Mrs. Bruge. her mother, and the 
child's grandmother. It will be further 
alleged that this was none without the 
knowledge and consent of the father, 
who contends that he has a right to 
the custody of the child and Is taking 
these steps to regain possession of his 
son. The mother and mother-in-law 
arc equally determined to retain the 
boy, ami a hard fought legal contest Is 
expected, in which the marital troubles 
of the Trltz family will probably bo 
aired.

They Demand Efficient Sbryico 
Call for Drastic Measures to

There wore two accidents on the 
.Victoria Terminal & Sidney railroad 
on Wednesday, and though neither re- 
sulted in any fatalitie.s they seem to 
have wrought up the feelings of 'those 

' condemned to patronize that lino to 
boiling point. Though E. Vansarrt, the 
manager of the road, insists that both 

, accidents were merely mishaps which 
occur frequently in pie Qperatlon. of 
all roads, thai the company was in 1 no 
way to blame, and that the public was 
only temporarily and unavoidably in- 
convenienced, the patrons of the road 
are equally insistent that the road 8 
!badi.y quipped and that the way it is 
run is a menace to life; and they are 
taking steps to put some force behind 
their complaints. 

It seems that the Victoria & Sidney 
is the only railway In British Colum- 
bia operating under the British Co- 
lumbia Railway Act, the other roads 
being all controlled by Dominion legis- 
lation, and that this act provides that 
the government may appoint three In- 
spectors who have very large powers. 
Ill fact if the case is sufficiently urgent 
they can prevent the operation of a 
road until such time as the alterations 
or repairs which they deem essential 
to public safety are performed In a 
word if they are competent and do then 
duty, a railroad can be compelled in a. 
summary way to run its road In such 
a way as not to give cause for legiti- 
mate complaint to the travelling pub- 

"tIip patrons of the road state that 
they are tired of making fruitless com- 
tplajnts and have determined to see 
what can be done under the provisions 
of the act mentioned, though, u s 
understood, no inspectors have as yet 
(been appointed under the act. Ac- 
cordingly a number of residents, or 
that section have placed the matter In 
the hands of their member, A. E. Mc- 
'Phillips, Mi P. P.. who will take the 
matter up with the government. Mr. 
McPhillips was yesterday employed in 
marshalling his facts, and will prob- 
ably today, on Premier Me/Brides le- 
turn, or to the proper official, it tie 
should not have returned, make a for- 
mal request for the appointment of an 
inspector under the provisions of the 
act, if such an inspector has not in 
point of fact been appointed. If there

Two Mishaps in One Day 

The first mishap occurred on Wed- 
nesday morning when on rounding a 
Sharp curve the engine ran on to a 
• tree that had fallen across the track 
just before reaching Beaver lake. 
Apart from the cowcatcher, which was 
doubled back under the engine, not 
much damage was sustained, but it 
caused a delay of four hours before 
the train could proceed, the other of 
i the two solitary engines belonging to 
'the road being sent for from Victoria 
to take the train to her destination, 
where she arrived about 1 o'clock. The 
steamer Iroquois, which connects 
With the train at Sydney to take ex- 
cursionists and others through the 
islands, was consequently several 
hours late on returning, getting back 
to Sydney about 10 p.m. In the mean- 
time, the only sound engine belong- 
ing to the road had fallen off the 
Wharf, according to the passenger:-;, 
but only nearly so according to the 
management of the road, but in any 
event was out of commission si. that 
they had to wait till the damaged en- 
gine had been brought back from Vic- 
toria by men who bad been sent on 
*a hand car to fetch it, and did no) get 
back to Victoria till after one in the 
morning. The plight of the waiting 
passengers was aggravated, they al- 
lege, by the fact that there is no pro- 
per station or wailing room at Syd- 
ney; while they had much difficulty 
in getting safely off the boat because 
there were no lights. 

Complaints Are Voiced 

Mrs G v t o 1 s of V i; tori i y, la 
one of the passengers, and in voicing 
the complaints of his wife and her 
companions, .Mr. Page said: 

"The condition of the road is a dis- 
grace, .and all of us who are occasion- 
ally obliged to travel by it wonder 
whether we shall ever reach our jour- 
ney's end alive. Vesterday's accidents 
were only what might have been ex- 
pected. In the first place the engine 
ran Into a tree coming around a curve, 
and piling up on It, and it was four 
hours before the train got In motion 
again, and then when my wife K ot back 
to Sydney from the steamer trip at 
10 o'clock there were no lights on the 
wharf, with the result that, blinded 
by passing from the lights of the 
steamer to the darkness of the wharf 
she nearly fell into the water when 
disembarking. 1 have been informed 
tiiat last winter a well known resident 
of the district did actually fall into 
the water from the same cause and 
was wltli difficulty rescued. Then 
there was no waiting room or any 
place of shelter save an old freight 
shed where they had to pass the 
hours waiting for the train to Victor- 
ia, which seemed as if it would never 

C °"it appears that during the after- 
noon, while backing down on to 
the wharf with a car of furni- 
ture, tl»e engine got away. There 
Is a steep grade and I am Hod 
the brakes refused to work, 
Anyhow the car of furniture went over 
the end of the wharf into the sea, fol- 
lowed by the engine.

■ Rex vs. Hansen— In this matter the 
following judgment has been handed 
down by Hunter, C.J. The other mem- 
bers of the court have not yet filed 
their written reasons:

THE LAND REGISTRY GPFICE 

Sir. — I would like through the medi- 
um of your columns to make an appeal 
to the authorities to lake immediate 
steps to amend the existing state of af- 
fairs al the Victoria Land Registry Of- 
fice. This department Is at present 
feeling the full effect of the enormous 
expansion of business which has been 
a steadily growing feature of our prov- 
incial development during the past 
couple of years or so. and I am stal- 
ing no more than cold facts when I say 
that, as far as its .share of the burden 
Imposed bv this expansion is concerned 
the Victoria Registry Ofilco has failed 
to meet the requirements of the public. 

At the present time it Is not too 
much to say that the work of this of- 
fice is .several months behind, witli no 
prospect at all of its being caught up 
with in the near future unless immedi- 
ate steps are taken to remedy the con- 
dition of affairs, land transactions are 
taking place with greut rapidity, but 
the machinery for recording them, for 
Issuing the requisite documents and for 
protecting the purchaser or expediting 
the business of the vendor, is, for all 
practical purposes at a standstill. 

It is far from being in:,' Intention, 
in writing this letter, to censure Mr. 
Wootton or his staff. I believe that they 
are doing their best under very difficult 
circumstances. The cause of the 
trouble is that the department is under- 
manned; both in a commercial sense and 
In the matter of trained oxnerlence. 1 
grant that the stair Is larger than it 
used to be, hut something mere than a 
mere increase of clerks is needed. 

A provincial requisite is a man of 
trained legal experience, to act, so to 
speak, as a deputy under Mr. Wootton. 
As things now stand the burden cast 
upon the shoulders of the Registrar 
Is too heavy for any one man to hear 
efficiently. Victoria nnd Vancouver 
Island. In common with t'ne rest of 
British Columbia, are passing through 
a period of extraordinary anil raoid 
crow tli, and the administration of her 
departments must be adjusted to cope 
with the new conditions. 

To secure such a trained man as T 
bnve suggested would cost money- You 
cannot pet good men for poor salaries — 
not these days. But what of it ? A 
public department Is run for the con- 
venience and safety of the public, not 
as a money-making machine.

The 
Tecumsehs arc out and out professional 
team and under the rules of the C. A. 
A. B. and teams which play against 
them In a game where gate money is 
taken will forfeit their amateur stand- 
ing. Consequently If the coast teams 
participate in games with the Tecum- 
sehs they will no longer he recognized 
as amateurs by the Canadian Athletic 
Union 1 . 

Most of the players who engage In 
lacrosse in Vancouver and New West- 
minster are prominent in other branch, 
es of sport and if they professionalize 
themselves there will lie a serious mix- 
up In the various branches of athle- 
tics. Just at present there is a. tur- 
moil in Eastern athletics because of 
the efforts of the new Canadian Ath- 
letic Federation, which while profes- 
sedly amateur permits its members 
lo play witli or against professionals 
without losing their amateur standing, 
to secure control of athletics in Can- 
ada. The federation is waging war 
against the Canadian Amateur Athletic 
Union and has the support ot the 
clubs around Montreal, where offices 
are located. The headquarters of the 
C. A, A. V. is at Toronto. The union 
appears to liavo the advantage over 
the Federation at present since it lias 
the support of the Canadian Amateur 
Association of Oarsmen and the Y. M. 
C. A. Athletic Union. What wdll be the 
upshot ot the whole affair Is at pre- 
sent a matter of speculation. 

If the coast lacrosse teams play 
against the Tecumsehs it will mean a 
separation from the ('. A. A. U.', and 
probable affiliation with the Federa- 
tion, and wdll give that body a con- 
trolling interest In British Columbia 
athletics; The Winnipeg Telegram in 
discussing tiie matter has tills to sity:

Jle 
5s the champion wrestler pf. all Japan, 
and Is known as Hitacliiyama Tamle- 
mon, Tho great Japanese sumo, who 
is a mountain oi fat and muscle of 
B06 pounds weight, is on a tour for the 
purpose of studying the western me- 
thods of physical culture. He will go 
(from here via Seattle to New York, 
and alter a stay of three months on 
this continent will leave for London 
and Europe. Ho is accompanied by 
three other great wrestlers of Japan, 
Hiratayama, Omifujl, and Wakanoura, 
all professional wrestlers of the usual 
Weighty typo and all of some distinc- 
tion. In Japan. Satako Nobushlro, pro- 
fessor of" jiujltsu at Wasede college, 
Toklo,' is also accompanying the parly. 
It i.s stated that Kitachiyama will not 
make any matches on this side or at 
least riot until he has studied foreign 
wrestling which differs in style and 
method from that of Japan. 

Hitacliiyama Is the idol of the sport 
•lovers, j'oung and old, of Dal Nippon. 
His immense size, his great strength, 
his perfect skill have, made him cham- 
pion of champions, while the fact that 
he comes of a samurai family, and 
therefore ranks In the social order 
above ninety-live per cent, of his peo- 
ple, doubtless adds materially to the 
size of his halo. Ordinary wrestlers 
are held in high esteem in Japan; 
■wrestlers extraordinary taste the 
sweets of adulation. Hitacliiyama 
holds about the same place hi the body 
politic that John L. Sullivan held iii 
his palmiest days. 

The outward and visible sign3 of 
the wrestler in Japan, aside from his 
.size, which marks him a giant in ; 
nation where the average man is un 
dersized, is the peculiar topknot of 
hair that adorns his head and the in- 
evitable crowd of admiring small boys 
following his -heels. In the wrestling 
season the contests form the principal 
if not the only topic of general conver- 
sation, The progress of the contests 
is spread upon the bulletin boards in 
front, of the newspaper offices, where 
crowds are to be found all day long. 
Special sporting extras appear every 
hour. Every boy in Japan, and appar- 
ently every man. knows the record of 
each contestant! demure, slant eyed 
hi tie women in the shops join in tho 
general discussion. and have even 
been known to east furtive and ad- 
miring glances at the men of might 
and fat as they pass by. 

The great wrestling meet of the em- 
pire occur.-; each year at Toklo. There 
for a season of daily contests, covering 
about two weeks, assemble all tile not- 
ed wrestlers of the country. Before 
this meet at the capital, and after it. 
smaller parties visit other cities and 
provinces, but at Toklo alone all the 
numerous and sundry champions and 
would-be champions are to be seen. 
The contests, strangely enough, take 
place in the grounds of a Buddhist 
temple, Here is erected a great tent, 
capable of accommodating several 
thousand spectators and each day, 
especially in the afternoon, when (lie 
chief wrestlers enter the arena, this 
is packed with people — women and 
children as well as men and boys. 

The contests begin in the early 
morning ami last until sundown, tn 
the centre of tho ten! is built a circu- 
lar stage with a canopy top held by 
four tall upright pillars. The walls 
of this stage, or rather the circular 
wall, or or stone; the substance of the 
stage is earth, rising a little above the 
stone lining, This is the wrestling Ik 
ring; it is about fifteen feet in dlam-llh 
tcer, perhaps a little larger. Pi 



the amusement of each day of exhibi- 
tion. In these ceremonials tho par- 
ticipants wear highly decorated ap- 
ron-like regalia, but when they get 
down to business their costume con- 
sists of a heavy leather waistband, or 
girdle with a CT-string effect. Prom 
the girdlo leather thongs of about a 
foot in length hang, hut these seem to 
be purely ornamental; practically, tho 
wrestler Is stripped. As fat Is the 
chief stress of all or almost all of 
these athletes, they look, with their 
long hair curled in a top knot on their 
headn more like a lot of fat old brown 
women that like men. But there are 
exceptions. Some few are cleanly cut 
and powerfully built. Hitacliiyama 
has upon his bones what a prize light- 
er would consider a great surplusage 
of fat, but this is not enough to con- 
ceal the fact that he is well muscled 
and exceedingly strong. 

Wrestlers usually take fantastic 
stage names. Hitacliiyama, 
stance, is Mountain of Hitachi 
being his home province, in 
life he is Mr. Tanlyomon Iehl 
son. of an old .samurai warrior 
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a boy at the Mito Middle 
prowess in athletics attra 
attention and led to his ca 
with the wrestlers.

Then each daimyo had his 
wrestlers, and the contests between 
the different provinces were great 
events. It is even nf record that the 
throne of Japan Was once disposed of 
in a. wrestling contest, two sons of a 
dead or deposed Mikado nettling their 
claims to rulershlp by submitting their 
aspiration;; to a trial of strength be- 
tween their respective champion 
wrestlers.

Prof. Prince, chairman of the fisher- 
ies commission, left on the steamer 
Kestrel yesterday aftsrnoon to engage 
in deep sea dredging and other fisher 
les investigations of a scientific na 
lure in the vicinity of the Vaneouve 
Island coast and expects to make sonn 
discoveries about what has hitherto 
been one of tiie most baffling myster. 
ies of the Pacific coast fisheries— thi 
movements of the salmon. Tho con 
ditions of the various runs of salmon 
may be ascertained and some idea 
gleaned as to when and where the sal 
mon go after they leave the spawning 
grounds to return long afterwards to 
spawn. 

What becomes of the salmon after 
the fish leaves the rivers has never 
been determined On various occa- 
sions young salmon turned out from 
hatcheries have been marked for the 
purpose of showing that they returned 
to the rivers where they wero spawn- 
ed. R. D. Hume, a pioneer cannery- 
man, of Rogue river, Oregon, states 
that some voAiiig salmon marked by 
him returned four years later weigh- 
ing from 20 to 35 pounds. 

Cannery mon say that from observa- 
tions of the life of the salmon they 
find that during the spawning season 
when the lisli reach the spawning 
grounds, they bury tho eggs in the 
gravel, and the young alevins when 
hatched are out of the way of their 
enemies until the yolk is absorbed and 
they are ready to take food when they 
come from the gravel slowly in search 
of sustenance. They scatter, instead 
of rising en masse to attract their en- 
emies, and those which escape remain 
in the streams until the third year 
after the egg has been deposited. For 
instance eggs deposited in the summer 
of 1905 would produce smelt that went 
to sea in the spring of 1007, returning 
the same summer as grilse of about 
two ,/ounds in weight. 

These things have been shown, but 
the mystery of the salmon which has 
hitherto baffled observers, is what be- 
comes of the salmon in tho time inter- 
vening from when it goes to sea and 
returns to the river. Where do they 
spend the intervening time between 
the grilse, stage and that when they 
return as adult salmon?

Some experts have said that the 
habitat of the salmon is the sea not 
far from the mouth of the river where 
they are hatched, but In the ease of 
the sockeye hatched on the Fraser (ho 
habitat of these lisli must be at least 
several hundred miles away from the 
river as the run lias been traced from 
the open Pacific up the straits and 
across the Gulf of Georgia to the 
Fraser river. One cannery man in 
giving his reasons for stating that the 
habitat of the salmon is the sea con 
tiguous to the river where tho fish 
was hatched said the rapid growth of 
the salmon is not promoted by vio 
lent exercise, and to attain it, food 
must lie abundant and easily obtain 
able, and nowhere is food found in 
such abundance as at the mouths of 
the Pacific coast salmon streams, for 
to them in their regular seasons come 
herring, smelt. sardines and other 
small fish in great quantities, Salmon, 
being a voracious fish, naturally fol- 
low and devour all sorts of fish smaller 
than themselves, 

B. D. Hume, of Rogue river, says 
that years ago lie took tho spawn from 
150 adult salmon, rind after stripping 
them turned them into the river with- 
in half a. mile of the ocean. This was 
In December, and the following April 
he began taking them again, and al- 
though not quite healed from the 
bruises received in the ripening ponds 
they were rat and plump. There was 
no possible chance for a mistake, as 
I he salmon were. carefully marked. 
During the season he caught nearly 
all thai had been returned to tho sea, 
after being used as spawners. Mr. 
Hume argues that if a salmon were 
turned out in December, sick and sore, 
hardly able, to propel .Itself, and re- 
turned four months later plump and 
fat, It would seem conclusive evidence 
that no great journey had been ac- 
complished during tho intervening 
time. 

The deep sea dredging operations or 
Prof. Prince will, of course, not be 
confined to ascertaining 1 information 
with regard to salmon life. Ho ex- 
pects lo be able to gain information 
with regard to salmon lire.IIe expects 
with regard io deep sea fisheries mid 
fish life generally in British Columbia 
waters.

The steamer Princess Beatrice, 
which readied port yesterday morn- 
ing;, after having taken an excursion 
from New Westminster to Belllngham, 
cported hiving sighted four derelict 
wholly, fishing boats, upturned and with nets

day. As the fishing boats usually 
carry two fishermen, it is fearod that 
eight lives have been lost. When the 
Princess Beatrice was at the mouth 
of the Fraser yesterday morning a 
strong sea Was running, and it. was 
evident that tho sudden storm had re- 
sulted disastrously for some of the 
fishing fleet.

London, Aug. 10. — If the ambitious 
project of M. Ernest Gerard, the 
French architect, materializes — and 
there iS now, ho affirms, no appve- 
ciable obstacle in the way — Londoners 
will see rising upon the long-vacant 
and desolate Aldwych Island site a 
magnificent and imposing structure 
surmounted by a splendid dome. 

The London County Council adopted 
on "Tuesday the recommendation of 
the Improvements Committee Hint a 
ninety-nine years' lease of the cres- 
cent site in the Holborn to Strand 
improvement should la; granted to the 
"Pari.; in London" syndicate with' 
which M. Gerard Is identified. The 
immediate, financial obligation's of the 
syndicate \vill bo a deposit of jL'a.OCO 
to he paid within the next fourteen 
days, and a further deposit of $260,000 
to he forthcoming within six months. 
Project Described 
Upon this score M, Gersird said that 
he had no misgivings. The syndicate 
would, he explained, be in control of 
close upon '£500,000 within the next 
few months — this sum being necessary 
to meel the deposit requirements and 
also the main expenses of the erection 
of I lie structure. 

Although the London County Coun- 
cil lias yet formally to pass M. Gor- 
arard's plans, he was able to describe 
the main feature of the proposed 
buildings which will occupy an area 
of about DM, 000 square leet. The 
main entrance will be In Aldwych. 
Visitors will drive through it into a 
| wide and spacious courtyard, sur- 
rounding which will be French shops, 
and surmounting them, oflices of vari- 
ous kinds. 

A second arched entrance, upon the 
Strand side, will likewise lead into this 
courtyard. In the centre of the court- 
yard will be the Palace of Industries 
a line structure, in which It is proposed 
to establish a permanent exhibition of 
some kind all the year round. The 
first, it is suggested, should be an 
elaborate display of French fashions 
and modes. 

Owing to the slope of the land 
what will form the ground door of the 
building' on the Strand side will be the 
basement along the Aldwych frontage. 
So far as has been decided at present 
this ground floor will be occupied by 
a cafe restaurant, with tables dotted 
about upon true Parisian lines, at 
which visitors may sit and chat, 
ordering refreshments — intoxicating 
and otherwise — from the waiters. 
Buildings Worth $7,500,000. 
The series of industrial exhibitions 
is intended to occupy several ornato 
galleries which will encircle the inter- 
ior of the building, while other notable 
features of the scheme will be the 
establishment of a permanent French 
club and the running of a purely 
French theatre. 

M. Gerard thinks the work "an lie 
completed in eighteen months, or two 
years at most. 

The Island site, upon which the 
exhibition and other buildings are to 
stnnd, has a total area of close upon 
three acres, and the various erections, 
when complete, will represent a pro- 
perty value of over $7,f>00,000. 

Empire Offices in Strand. 
It is stttted that a considerable 
tlon of the Aldwych site will be 
pied by the London offices of the 
governing States of the Empire, 
high commissioner of Canada has ac- 
quired a site, and Mr. Arkill, one of 
the agents for the Australian 
Commonwealth, states that Sir William 
Lyne, minister of trade and customs, 
has arranged for a portion of a site 
for oflices. on the corner land opposite 
to tho Gladstone statue. 

The Victorian government has •-:!i , o 
secured a lease of some of tne hind, 
and will commence building soon, their 
site having a. frontage on the Strand.

Ex- Mayor of Italian Town Meets Vio-

Milan, Aug. 15. — Signer Loglio, ex- 
mayor of Barzizza, a. village on the 
outskirts of Bergamo, was barbarous- 
ly waylaid and stoned to death by po- 
litical enemies while returning home 
across a lonely mulepath.

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FROIT INSPECTION LAW 
PROVES BENEFICIAL 



Mr. Cunningham's Report on Im- 
Fruit— Mainland 
Returns 



ported 



Vancouver, Aug. 15. — Thomas Cun- 
ningham, Provincial Fruit Pest In- 
spector, reports the condition of Wash- 
ington fruit now coming in very 
greatly improved as the result of the 
very strict enforcement of the Wash- 
ington horticultural law. He gives an 
incident of the good work which tlie 
inspectors of that state are doing: 

"A car of fruit intended for ship- 
ment to British Columbia markets 
Was recently inspected and found to 
bo infected. The inspectors promptly 
condemned and destroyed the fruit. 
It is evident from this that our Wash- 
ington friends are alive to tlie im- 
portance of keeping up the reputation 
of their fruit." 

The Washington law, if properly en- 
forced, prevents the sale and distri- 
bution of infected fruit, as well as 
nursery stock. Tin; Idaho horticultural 
act, which has just come into force, 
is a good second to tho Washington 
act. 

This useful legislation is in lino with 
our own, only a little more severe on 
careless people. British Columbia has 
the distinguished honor of being the 
pioneer in what may be termed "hor- 
ticultural protective legislation," and 
is the only province in tlie Dominion 
today which protects the fruitgrower 
and tlie consumer from the sale and 
distribution of infected fruit and nur- 
sery stock . 

This explains tho wonderful advance 
the province is making in horticulture, 
while Ontario, which had the load of 
a century, is marching backward. 
British Columbia Is steadily advanc- 
ing and will continue to advance. 

The fruit on the Lower Mainland Is 
cleaner this season than it has been 
at any time since lS.v.l. A great ad- 
vance has been made in orchard 
Cleansing this season. This will lie 

kept up without Intermission tin our.--

Its eight 
furnaces will lie increased in length 
one-fourth, adding 25 per cent, to the 
plant's capacity. Within a year, there- 
fore, Granby will he able, when run- 
ning till its furnaces, to smelt 450 
tons of ore dally, and it should there- 
after treat an average of -I000 tons, 
and produce between 1,000,000 and 35,- 
ooo.ooo pounds of copper annually. 

"Measurements of ore blocked out 
and located and proved up by many 
diamond drill holes show that Granby 
has at least 12.000,000 tons, and prob- 
ably 18,000,000 t ona ,,f ore above its 
lowest workings.

HAGUE CONFERENCE 

IT LIMIT ITSELF 



That Is Opinion of Writer in 
Truth on "Shipping 
and War" 



"Scrutator," of London Truth, writ- 
ing on tho question of Shipping and 
War, says: 

"if The Hague, conferenco Is to prove 
useful, It must limit itself to such pro- 
posals as are likely to command gen- 
eral anient. It is no use wasting- time 
oviir millennium suggestions, or any 
tha: require the assent of the world 
to .the doctrine that British virtue is 
superior to that of oTfrer nations. Ar- 
bitration, for instance, is a sensible 
mode of averting wars. Anything, 
therefore, that the conference can do 
t) strengthen the hands of The Hague 
coi.rt as tho forum of international 
dispmcs will bo useful, in regard to 
th'j rights of belligerents and neutrals 
in the case of war, there is great room 
lo.- effective action hy the conference. 
The question whether the private 
property of the citizens of a belliger- 
ent on the high seas should bo open 
to capture is apparently to be raised 
I do not look on this matter from a. 
sentimental standpoint. I am no ad- 
vocate of making wars comparatively 
innocuous to the private citizens of a 
belligerent state. On the contrary, 
as it is the civilians who decide 
whether there is to be war or peace, I 
agree with John Stuart Mill in the 
view that the horrors of war should be 
brought home to I hem, since this may

[ Germany, we could practically de- 
stroy her carrying tradp, but she would 
be abic to trade in neutral waters. A 
neutral nation, therefore, like tho Unit- 
ed ,Statcs, even supposing that all the 
German ports were blockaded, would 
be able to continue its trade with Ger- 
many under Its own Hag, by using the 
Dutch or the Belgian ports. On the 
other hand, Germany would be able to 
Slip fast cruisers through the block- 
ade, which would prey on our com- 
merce. One Alabama drove the mer- 
cantile marine of the Northern States 
off the sea during tho Confederate 
war. The chance of capture raised 
the cost of underwriting' American 
vessels against war risks 
merchants only shipped in neutral 
bottoms. Oh the whole', I am Inclined 
to think that, after weighing the pros 
and cons, tho balance inclines in fa- 
vor of making the belligerent mer- 
chants' ships free from capture on the 
high seas, r am looking at the mat- 
ter, f course, from the Brtlsh point of 
view. I doubt whether — no matter 
what we might think— we should be 
able effectively to protect our own 
mercantile marine, and tho attempt to 
do so enormously increases the cost 
of our navy. We have to he ready to 
defend our shipping by keeping up a 
big fleet of warships, which would be 
otherwise unnecessary. Moreover, I 
am inclined to think that foreign na- 
tions would be less Inclined to build 
warships if they knew that in any catie 
their merchant ships would not be lia- 
ble to capture. The question', however, 
is one which requires a great .leal of 
consideration. 

Contraband War Goods 
"Another point which requires gen- 
eral agreement is that of contraband 
war goods. As it is these are liable 
to capture on board a neutral, provided 
thai it can be shown that tho vessel 
is hound for a belligerent port. But 
there Is no clear understanding what 
is contraband of war, nor where the 
liability to capture begins. During tho 
American civil war, we claimed and 
exorcised the right to send goods — 
whether contraband or not— to the Ba- 
hamas; and we only recognized die 
right of capture when a vessel was 
caught on her way between the Ba- 
hamas and a blockaded Confederate 
port. The more definitely Internation- 
al laws on such points as these arc 
agreed to the less is the liability of a 
neutral becoming involved in a war, 
and consequently the less the danger 
id' the conflagration spreading, it is 
a good tiling, therefore, that two pro- 
posals for establishing an international 
"prize court of appeal" have been put 
forward at The Hague — one by Sir Ed-

ward Fry, as our representative, the 
other by Germany. There seems no 
reason why all the powers should not 
agree to this, Step, whichever of the 
two proposals is adopted. If this ho 
(lone, henceforward no nation will he 
the sole judge of Its right to seize a 
particular cargo at a particular point, 
and the decisions of the court of ap- 
peal will build up an International 
code definitely settling the uncertain 
points mentioned above. This is all 
In the interest of peace. 

"No man entertains a strongrer de- 
sire to put an en I to wars than I do. 
But I am practical. Therefore, whilst 
hoping that other nations will not 
light, I deem it primarily our aim to 
keep the peace. L would have, there- 
fore, every issue raised at the confer- 
ence judged, so far as We are con- 
cerned, from this standpoint. I do not 
believe In alliances that may land us 
In war, and that lend to divide the 
world into hostile camps. I should 
prefer a general agreement of all na- 
tions In regard to European and extra- 
European matters. This was always 
the view of Mr. Gladstone, and I 
heartily agree In it. I am glad when 
any nation exchanges a despotic re- 
much that K ' mo for il popular one, and 1 am sor- 
ry when its citizens are oppressed by 
their rulers. But I would not go to 
war on their behalf, if \vo cannot se- 
cure the good government of other 
countries, or hinder other countries 
from lighting, we ought at least to he 
able to reform ourselves at home and 
live in peace with all others. There 
is hardly a war in which we were ever 
engaged that we might not have kept 
out of. Our statesmen have always 
been too fond of playing a great part 
on tho world's stage, They have al- 
ways been too fond of meddling In 
matters that only Indirectly concern 
us. If we want armaments to be re- 
duced, practice Is a stronger argument 
than the noblest abstract professions, 
and 1 would have us substitute prac- 
tice for preaching. If we want other 
countries to abate their tvrri-torial am- 
bitions we should not add to OUI vast 
domains and call It "pegging out 
claims for futurity." I want our ar- 
maments to be reduced, because we 
can expend the money that they now 
cost more usefully. But this is only 
possible if we keep our breath to cool 
our own porridge, and if we steadily 
look after our own interests without 
quarreling with others. This is what 
is called a parochial view. . Possibly it 
is. But our parish Is ti v'ery largo-one, 
and if we limit our energies to mak- 
ing its parishioners happy and con- 
tented, we shall have been a hero. 
When, he is now I do not know. But 
if all have their rewara in the next 
world, according to their deeds in this 
world, the poorest citizen of Mace- 
donia, whose ambitions did not extend 
to Interfering in the affairs of tlie 
whole outside world, will have been in 
the long run better off than he."

"Taklng advantage of a line after- 
noon and an invitation extended to me 
by Henry Buckle of the McHugh val- 
ley, south Saunich, 1 paid a visit to 
one of Hie best little farms l have seen 
un the island. Mr. Buckle up to 
dale and alive to all that pertains to 
the fruit ami dairy business and works 
his ranch in a. systematic manner. The 
homestead is a model of cleanliness 
and the sanitary conditions simply 
perfect. One would almost think one 
was in the city. Touch a button, turn 
it tap and you have a supply of beau- 
tiful water, hot or cold. The water Is 
pumped from an everlasting spring 
into a reservoir at the back of the

She desires to hand 
ever the cares of state to the Emperor 
and It Is stated a secret decree has 
br.en issued calling a meeting of the 
grand council to make tho change. 

The Dowager Empress, who is now 
7: years old, has been supremo in 
Chinese affairs for many years. Her 
inroor is a remarkable one. The 
laughter of a tranchu, sold in Infancy 
by a father who ran Into financial dif- 
ncultles, she became at an early age 
ono of the secondary wives of the Em- 
peror Heinfung. She won his admir- 
ation, and affection and bore him a 
Mm This son she placed on the 
Ihrone, but his career was brief; poison 
It has been thought, causing his death. 

As there was no heir to the throne 
th'vi Infant son of Princo Chung be- 
came Emperor under the name of 
Kwang Su and under the regency of 
Tsi-Hau, the Dowager Empress in 
1880.
